Based on Information contained In Mr. Walker’s letter to yow 
dated January 21, 1870, he Is probaWy referring to the attempt made ea 
his life which occurred on April 10, 1863, In Dallas, Texas. This lncl> 
dent was Investigated by the Dallas Police Department and remained 
wnsolved until after the *******"***^"* of President Kennedy* 


Information famished by Irlarina Oewald, as well as other 
evidence obUlned during the Investigation of the assassination of President 
Kennedy, relating to this incident, was furnisbed to the President’s Com- 
mission which concluded Lee Harvey Oewald did attempt to take the life of 
Mr. Walker. You may desire to rel'er to ’The Presldent’e Commission 
on the Assassination of President K«mnedy, Report” beginning on page 183. 
Additional information le aleo revealed in Mr. Walker’s testimony before 
Mr. Wesley J. Uebeler, former assistant counsel of the President’s 
Commission which appears in Volume XI, ”Hearlng8 Before the President’s 
^mmlsslon oo thf Assassination of President Kennedy” beginning on page 
404.

book as it was thoroughly reviewed by our Dallas Office. It was 
found to contain numerous errors and inaccuracies and it appears 
Curry's purpose in writing it is to make money. 

Since the Senator asked for a copy of our letter in du^icate, 
it can be assumed one copy will be furnished to Walker and we do 
not want to give Walker any additional ammunition to carry on his 
continuing feud with the Dallas Police Department.
